Adolph Sabnth suspects dlrly work at 
the croMroads In the recent .iiock market 
alump. Although Chairman Jame.i J. Caffrey 
of the SEC seems to disparage Mr. Babath'i 
Idea that short-aelllnR "professionals" ma- 
nipulated the market break, the veteran Illl 
_ l^not,-; conRressman apparently la convinced 
""that the blR boys pnHcd a fast one for both 
monetary and political profit. 

In connection with hLi charRcs. Mr. Snbath 
made the folIowlnR statement: "I can see no' 
sound reason for this week's break In the 
stock market. Production Li at an all-tlme 
. hlqh. employment Is nt the hlRhcst peacetime 
IlRiire In history, and Rovernment and pri 
vote ngcnclcs have reported nothlnR to Indi- 
cate that slock qitotatlons. . . were out of 
line. There mu.*;t. therefore, be a political 
motive behind this mid on the market." 

We are In no po.'iltlon to pass upon the 
truth of Mr. Sabath's charges. But If the 
venerable legislator sees no cloud on our eco- 
nomic horizon which might be reflected In 
the attitude of Investors, he merlLi either 
commiseration or congratulation. For It must 
be either myopia or a benign optlmlsm- 
markable In a man who has spent 80 years on 
this earth and 40 of them In con Rress— which 
has conjured up such a briftht vision. 

Mr. Sabath puts great faith Iti general sta- 
. tlstlcs. Production Is high and employment 
- Is high. True enough. But what Is the quality 
■ and what are the prices of our products? 
How steady and fruitful Is the output of our 
Bttttlstlcally employed? 

What about the recurrent outbreak of na- 
tional strikes, with their lingering, paralyz- 
ing effect on production? What about the 
black market In food, houses, cars and other 
necessities, adding prohibitive co.';ts to prices 
already high? What about the disturbing In- 
ternational situation? Shouldn't these and 
other economic Ills have a place alongside Mr. 
Eabath's cheerfifl statl.itlcs? Aren't they po.-!- 
slbly legitimate cause for buslness'a concern? 
Mr, Sabath might oven ponder the cxplan- 
■.ation of the market slump given by Jwcph 
-Frazer. president of Kalscr-Frairr. 

"Big business and little business are bog- 
, Red down with government red tape." says 
:Mr. Frazer. "thousands of rules, regulations, 
reports to make and questionnaires to fill 
ouL The little businessman Is spending ao 
much of his time reporting to various gov- 
ernment bureaus that he doesn't have time to 
run his business and produce or sell his mer- 
chandls.e . . . Our economy cannot exist half 
planned and half free."
